THE FORENOON. 


AT THE CITY-HALL. 


Estimating the population of Chicago at half 


a million and the legal votes at 70,000, it is safe 
to estimate that just about 1 per cent of the 
latter class take a real live interest in the 
play of The Two Mayors; a Tale of the Pre- 
tender,” now having“ a run at the city variety 
theatre. This estimate is based on the number 
of persons who went around, and stayed at, 
the City-Hall yesterday to sce if something in 
the way of a row wouldn't turn up. This mass 
of a thousand or less filed in and out of the cor- 
ridors of the hall, and waited gravely for that 
which did nat come. 

Mayor Hoyne, having established himself in 
the City Clerk’s office, and having proclaimed 
that fact, by an enormous printed placard 
on the outer door, entered into con- 
sultation with his friends and legal ad- 


visers, while the ex-Mayor went through the 
same form (excepting the sign) in his office and 
in the Comptroller’s back room. It did not ap- 
pear that anything came, or could come, of 


these conferences, or that there was any intent’ 


to develop them into anything resembling the 

fuss which the 1 percent came to see. Still 

they were continuously held all the same. 
GUARDING THE COUNCIL CHAMBER. 

The nearest approach to an overt act that was 
noted was the placing of a guard of policemen 
over the Council Chamber door by Marshal 
Goodell. A dozen men were detailed to this 
dangerous duty, and performed it valiantly. 


| The first enemy repelled was the janitor, who 


explained that he was there in the interests of 


J cleanliness, and not asa partisan. It was judged 


that this was a base subterfuge, and the hireling of 


| a foreign power was sternly repelied. A few mo- 


ments 1 o yen of boarders, 1 . led 
by Col. John Moody, and consisting of City-Clerk 
Butz, his assistants, and a full brigade of report- 
ers, marched into the breach, and the Colonel, 
roducing a bunch of keys, demanded admission 
get some ry The aesanit was successfully 
repelled, and the storming - party retreated without 
loss, except in the case of a German reporter, who 
— oe oath with as many joints as a rattle- 
snake. 

Greatty fatigued by their exertions, the police- 
men were about to encamp on the field, when they 
were n called to arms to repel an attack led by 
Gen. Sheridan (Mark, not Phil). This wae the 
most dangerous of the attempts, but was foiled, and 
the enemy was driven down stairs with t loss 
of breath. Gen. Sheridan pretended that he 
wanted to enter the chamber because he was an 
Alderman, bat the guard winked acutely at 
each other, and detected the deep- 
laid scheme in a moment. Who could 
have told what deadly te he might not 
have placed in the Mayor's chair had he forced an 
entrance. This third repulse ended the attacks, 
and the guard solemnly practiced going to sleep 
standing up as is laid down in the Patrolmen's 
Drill-Book in use in Chicago. 

Messrs. Sheridan and Butz interviewed Marshal 
Goodell on the subject of the guard at the Council 
door, and that officer stated he assumed the 
responsibility therefor. 

The remainder of the forenoon up to the time of 
Conncil — 2 — occupied in copious yawning 
and occasional beers. 

MARSIIALL GOODELL 
was interviewed in regard to the statement alleged 
to have been made by Mayor Hoyne, viz: that he 
would not aid Colvin by using the police to oust 
Hoyne. He was loth to anewer the reportorial in- 
terrogatories, and simply said that he had assem- 
bled the police to preserve the public peace and 
reventacollision. He was acting for the good of 

he city, and not in 4 partisan spirit. 

Reporter—If Mr. Colvin called upon you to use 
the palice to prevent Mr. Hoyne from acting as 
Mayor, would you obey him? 

That was a question which Mr. Goodell thought 
should not be answered, because it would only 
tend to precipitate a collision, athing which he 
Was endeavoring to prevent. 

Reporter—If Mayor Hoyne called u you to 
nee the police to cust Mr, Colvin, would yon do eo! 

The Marshal replied that he would not. He 
wished to act without any show of favor in the 
matter, and desired the parties to settle the dim - 
culty inan amicable manner, He said that there 
were thousands of men, euch a4 those wha were

Before 
leaving he asked if he had understood that, in the 
event of his “ory to cause the police to arrest 
Mayor Hoyne, the First Regiment would be called 
out to resist such action, mewhat astonished, 
he eald that he had seen the Governor, and the lat- 
ter had said that he Roped there would be no 
trouble.

WHO WAS TO BLAME FOR THE HIOTS1—THE RIOT 
ENS THEMERL VER, 
Th the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuneo, May 11,—A riot among humber-labor- 
ere to secure living wages is most extraordinary. 
What ie the theory of political economy on the 
subject? This riot originated in two facts, Firat, 
the high cost of living to laborers: second, the 
necessity of the lumberman to reduce his wages. 
These two facts may easily be results of the same 
cause. The laborer makes his living out of the 
Inmberman, and the lumberman makes his living 
and that of his laborers and pays all his expenses 
out ot his consumers. It then is clear that What 
ever causes affect the consumption of lumber make 
prosperous er otherwise the lumberman and his 
laborers 

Now there are many causes which prevent con- 
sumers from paying as high prices and buying as 
much lumber as formerly; which state of things 
tends to diminish the profits of the lumberman 
and the wages of the laborer. But a riot of this 
character has occurred alone in Chicago. It seems, 
therefore, some local cause to explain the riot must 

appear. Canses common to other cities do not ex- 

ain it, for the#do not produce the same result. 
hat cause then, special to Chicago, existe to ex- 
plain the diminished consumption of lumber, and 
the high price of living to these laborers 

in answer, we at once perceive the financial con- 
dition of the City of C hicago. Its limit of debt 
exhausted, and interest pay vable in cash, its debt 
certificates with interest payable in cash, and the 
necessity of such a tax levy as will enable us to 
pay cash as we go. Much of this money is im- 
mediately sent out of Chicago to pay interest. 
These high taxes are a local cause compelling us to 
consome as little as possible, to charge tenants 
high rent, and to pay laborers little wages. The 
lumberman is only a middleman, and was com- 
velled to reduce wages becau-e consumers econom- 
zed, and they economized because our bummer 
officials have made taxes so high. 

Now, here is what the laborers, for lack of edu- 
cation, cannot be made to understand. But they 
have occasioned their own riot. They go to the 
polls and vote for bummer officiala, not knowing 
that the consequent reckless and extravagant city 
administration will decrease their chances of em- 
ployment and increase their expense of living. 

LEX LEGIS. 
ALD. NIESEN.

Crtcaco, May 11.—An editorial item appeared 
in your issue of to-day which seems to me to do 
gross injustice to Ald. Niesen. It states in sub- 
stance that he has proved himself a traitor to the 
people of the Fifteenth Ward.

ICELAND IN WINTER. 


The Pleasant Experiences of a 
Chicago Gentleman. 


A Criticism of Capt. Robert F. Burton's 
Book en Ultima Thule.“ 


The following letter is trom a Chicago gen- 
tleman who has spent the past winter lu Iceland, 
and seems to have enjoyed n. The country, it 
appears, is not so desolate and uncomfortable 
in winter as is commonly supposed : 

ReYKIAVIN, Iceland, Feb, 14, 1876.--After a 
most agreeable sojourn in the north of Iceland, 
I have now again returned to the Capital,“ as 
this ttle elty ia termed, My etay here has ‘om 

¢ VASTLY MORE PLEASANT 
than Thad supposed it would, In the first 
place, the weather haa favored me, The name 
Of this leland, ae T presume you are aware, is 
not derived from the tee and snow in 
the sountry, but from the number 
Of Greenland teeberg@e which the frat) settlers 
eawatthe west coast. Hence not everything 
ia Naehe here, but, on the contrary, the tem 
perature ie a remarkably high one. 1 have but 
once seen the thermometer drop to 18 degreve 
Fahrenheit above sero; otherwise it has varied 
between 28 degrees and 50 degrees, An the 
cattle, horses, and sheep have—as is usually the 
case here—gone out all winter. Secondly, 1 
have enjoyed immensely the horseback-riding. 
I had the good luck to get some very fine spei- 
mens of the beautiful little breed af horses 


pecullar to the country, from which I derived a 
great deal of pleasure. And lastly,—what | 
ought r o have mentioned rst. — I have 
had the good fortune to meet a number of 
the kindest, most pleasant, soctable, and urbane 
people, who have shown me a great deal of hospi- 
tality. 
THE ONLY DISAGREFABLE PART 

of my aoe was the trip from Akureiri, in the 
far north, to Reykjavik. I left Akureiri on the 
13th of Jannary, and it took twenty-four days to 
reach Reykjavik, while a terrible hurricane was 
blowing ali the time, and the rain pouring down in 
torrents without interruption. We actually had to 
walk the greatest part of the way, for the double 
reason that it was impossible to sit on the horses 
on account of the storm, and because the roads 
were in such a terrible condition that our brave 
little horses got stuck in the mud a great many 
times, even without riders. The worst of all, how- 
ever, was, tha: we frequently, after stopping over 
the night with some _ peasant, 1a to 
put on our thoroughly-drenched clothing as 
My as when we to it off in the evening. 

— who has made the trip more than a hun- 

times, assured me that he had never 
— bad weather, or such bottomless ro 
However, we did get through, and, strange to say, I 
did not even catch a cold by this exposure. 

MAIL-FACILITIES. 

I am now commencing to long very much for the 
arrival of the first mai)-steamer from England. and 
am getting more nervous the nearer the time ap- 
proaches; foritisa — thing for aman who for 
years has lived in Chic „and had his mail deliv- 
ered regularly four — day, to be almost six 
months without receivinga letter. Who can tell 
what may have happened in the civilized world dur- 
ing these six months, or what may have befallen 
frients and refatives in this long period? Still, 
having no alternative, Lpreeume the best one can 
do is to hope for the best, and-—-wait! 

I brought withme from Engiand the work pub- 
lished last year by the renowned African explorer, 

CAPT. ROBERT F. BURTON, 

entitled ** Ultima Thule: or, A Summer in Ice- 
land. in which he hae wronged Iceland and the 
Icelanders most shamefully. Mr Burton pretends 
thet he has published the work only to help the de- 
velopment of the island; while I, after a careful 
perusal of the two volumes royal octavo, very 
strongly suspect that they 1 appeared for the 
sake of pounds and shillings, 1i o many other 
books. The ways and means by which Mr. Burton 
believes that Iceland might be better developed, are 
yery curious. That the fisheries might be used 
much more advaptageous)y, there is no doubt about; 
but how the working of the sulphur mines, which 
are the private property of some ‘nglishmen, could 

oseibly enrich the island, Iam at a loss to see. 

ikewise 1 do not understand how a large emigra- 
tion from an island only counting 70,000 inhabi- 
tants on an area of 45, square miles, could de- 
velop the country.“ Mr. Burton ridicules the 
house of the Bishop, not alone in his book above 
mentioned, but also in numerous newspaper- 

articles, because some of the ests at that 
house used at dinner the knife instead of the 
fork, while others took a pinch of enuff. Tt is an 
inexcusable breach of courtery to ridicule in this 
manner a — in which he was received and en- 
tertained hospitably. Ihave been several times to 
the Bishops house myself, and seen absolutely 
nothing but the most dignified behavior on the part 
of all guests, as well as the venerable host.

But it would carry me too far should I eriti- 
cise, or even mention, all that is imcorrect, or 
even untrue, in Mr. Burton's book; and I wil! 
therefore close with the wish that we may before 
long meet again in the Phenix City. K.

The rumors of compromise on the ques- 
tion of the Mayoralty which were current 
yesterday had no foundation in fact. There 
is to be no compromise, no concession on 
the part of Mayor Horne, but ex-Mayor 
Convin, recognizing the weakness of his 
position, has agreed to take the initiative 
and bring a quo warranto case to the Circuit 
Court, the result of which will be to 
declare by what authority of law, if 
any, Mr. Horne exercises the functions 
of Mayor of Chicago, in which capacity 
he will continue to act during the pendency 
of the court proceedings. This plan throws 
the burden of proof and ‘of argument upon 
ex-Mayor Cory, who N obliged to show 
that Mayor Horne does not hold the office 
lawfully. If there is any compromise or 
concession in the matter, it is not on the 
part of Mr. Horne, who is now and will 
doubtless remain Mayor until the expiration 
of his term of office. 

The striking brickmakers yesterday under- 
took a riotous demonstration having for its 
object the intimidation of such of their craft 
as were quietly at work in the various yards 
in and about the city, and the compulsion 
of idleness on the part of all who had not 
struck. The prompt interposition of a 
body of police prevented the execution of 
this programme, and 26 of the turbulent mob 
were arrested and lodged in the station- 
house, to be arraigned this morning on the 
charge of disorderly conduct. The lightest 
penalty or the smallest fine that can be im- 
posed will be heavy in the case of these 
misguided law-breakers, who have gone 
from bad to worse in first refusing to work 
for a rate of wages that hundreds are willing 
and glad to accept, and next in attempting 
to set the law at defiance by the intimidation 
of the non-strikers who are endeavoring to 
earn enough to keep starvation from their 
doors. It is to be hoped that no severer 
punishment will be visited upon the dis- 


-turbers of the peace now in custody than 


will suffice te thoroughly impress them with 
a sense Of the fact that the arm of the law is 
too strong to be resisted or set at naught. 


There was a temporary truce yesterday. 
The Common Council met, and neither Cor 
vin nor Horne was present, the absence 
being the result of an understanding to that 
effect. The Council elected Ald, Albion 
President pro tempore. After the adoption 
of some routine business, the Council ad- 
journed until Monday. - 

Thé@proposition made for an arrangement 
comes, it is said, from Mr. Harm, the Comp- 
troller. It was substantially that the new 
Treasurer, Mr. Brices, shall, after his in- 
duction on Tuesday next, refuse to recognize 
a draft signed by Col m as Mayor, and that 
an agreed case shall be submitted to the Cir- 
cuit Judges of this county for their determi- 
nation, Collum in the meantime to continue 
as Mayor. 

A rumor was indastriously circulated 
that Mr. Horne was willing to accept this 
proposition, it being acceptable to the Coun- 
cil, but there is no truth in it. Nor would 
the Council listen to so unfair and one-sided 
a proposition. The Council can be no party 
to any bargain that recognizes CoLvin as 
legally acting as Mayor, or casts doubt 
on the legality of Mr. Horner's ten- 
ure of that office, or in any way raises 
a presumption against him. The Council 
have in all they have done acted calmly and 
deliberately, and under the best legal advice, 
and supported by a powerful public senti- 
ment; they have declared that Mr. Corvin 
is no longer Mayor, and that Mr. Horx is 
Mayor, and have instructed all the heads of 
departments and subordinates that Horns is 
Mayor. It would be child's play to expect 
them, in the absence of any judicial decis- 
ion, to recall all this legal action, or to 
agin recognize Col yum as Mayor, or to do 
any other act to undo what they have al- 
ready done and placed officially on record. 

The public peace and the credit and the 
interests of the city are of invaluable con- 
sequence and importance, but the authority 
of the Common Council, as the exclusive 
legislature, must be maintained, unless we 
are prepared for anarchy. The exhibition 
of the police force to coerce and control, 
to threaten and to arrest the Common Coun- 
cil, however in keeping with an usurpation, 
is an insult to public decency, besides a con- 
tempt for lawful authority. It should be 
borne in mind by Mr. Corum and his ad- 
visers that there is no question as to 
the legality of the election of the Common 
Council. That body is therefore entitled to 
the free exercise of all its powers, and is not 
to be menaced, nor insulted, nor controlled 
by the police. Mr. Col vm must remember 
that breaking the peace is an offense against 
the State of Illinois, and that, as against the 
State of Illinois, even a claimant for the 
office of Mayorof Chicago must figure rather 
insignificantly. When the time comes for 
force to protect the lawful Mayor and the 
Common Council of Chicago, Mr. Cor vm 
will not be commander-in-chief. 

The Common Council cannot in any way

complain to his heart's content,

THE PRIMARY SYSTEM. 

The last Republican City Convention pass- 
ed a resolution abolishing the system of 
primary elections as heretofore existing. It 
appears, however, that the Central Commit- 
tee intend to authorize the holding of such 
primary elections for delegates to the ap- 
proaching County Convention on the ground 
that no substitute for the primary system 
was brought forward to take its place. 

It would be difficult to conceive of a 
greater travesty of justice, decency, and fair- 
ness than the primary system of making 
nominations as it has been practiced in this 
city for some years past. Under the aus- 
pices of this system as first organized, when 
the city was small, and when every man 
knew his neighbors, it was practicable to 
secure a fair expression of the wishes of the 
party on any given question. There were 
always enough persons at the voting-places 
to identify those who came to take part in 
the election, and the count of votes and 
the making of returns were always open 
and free from fraud. In the course of 
time the ‘question of carrying a particular 
ward-primary became a question of getting 
a given number of men to a particular place 
at a particular time, without reference to 
their politics or place of residence. This, of 
course, was a mere question of money. 
Somewhat later it was found that a gang of 
professionals voting from place to place were 
more efficient and cheaper than any previous 
invention for carrying primaries, and these 
were tried with somewhat brilliant results. 
Instances might be cited, however, where 
the utmost efforts of repeaters, Democratic 
ruffians, Republican ruffians, and honest cite 
izens all together, outside of the voting-room, 
have been frustrated by those who had the 
counting of the votes and the making of 
the returns. And so we have gone on from 
good to bad and from bad to worse, until 
there is absolutely no guarantee of a fair 
primary election, and respectable citizens 
have generally absented themselves from 
them under the conviction that they were 
sure to be cheated anyway. A few weeks 
ago n primary election was held in the First 
Ward which resulted in giving two or three 
times as many votes to a certain 
candidate for Alderman as he afterwards re- 
ceived in the regular city election. All the 
votes given for him over and above the 
small number he received at the city election 
were of course frandulent. When the elec- 
tion came to be held under the safe- 
guards prescribed by law, he was found to 
be in a ridiculous minority. It is safe to say 
that the villainous fraud practiced upon the 
voters of South Chicago in the recent election 
for Assessor, Collector, etc., was prompted 
and suggested by the facility with which the 
returns of primary elections have been re- 
peatedly falsified. At all events the process 
employed was substantially the same. 

The last city election demonstrated pretty 
thoroughly that sham nominations will not 
be ratified by the people. A candidate for 
an important office, who was really the head 
of the ticket, ran more than ten thousand 
votes behind his associates, and was beaten 
notwithstanding all that was done to save 
hint from defeat. What guarantee have 
the advocates of the primary sys- 
tem that their next nominations 
will fare any better? None whatever. The 
party have officially declared that they have 
no confidence in nominations made in that 
way. This they declared by resolution duly 
passed in convention. The people have de- 
clared that they have no confidence in them 
by rejecting one of the products of the sys- 
tem in tones of thunder. It will not be well 
to tempt them farther. Of course some- 
thing must be done to supplant the loose, 
corrupt old system with a better one. A bet- 
ter one is obviously to be found in the Re- 
publican ward clubs, where every member's 
residence is known and his position vouched 
for. A fecord of this kind being kept, 
the danger of repeating, and double 
voting, and voting out of the ward, may be 
effectually guarded against ; and the club 
organization is usually such, and may always 
be made such, that fraudulent counting and 
returning of votes will be impossible. As 
the case stands now, primary elections of 
the old sort are irregular and unauthorized, 
end will continue so until the resolution 
passed by the last Convention is changed by 
equally high authority. It is competent for 
the Central Committee to adopt some other 
system in lieu of the one abolished. In the 
absence of specific instructions it is their 
duty todoso. But it is not competent for 
them to adopt the one which has been abol- 
ished, and which has legally ceased to exist. 


THE OTHER GRAND CREDIT MOBILIER. 
A memorial has been presented by the 


minority of the stockholders of the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company to Congress in 
which itis alleged that Letanp Sranrorp, 
Marx Horns, C. P. Hunrineron, and 
CHAIN Crocker were the original incorpo- 
rators of the Central Pacific Railway Com- 
pany, and the charter authorized the construc- 
tion of 115 miles of road from Sacramento 
to the eastern boundary of California. Sub- 
sequently, by act of Congress, the Company 
were ordered to construct a road east to a 
junction of the Union Pacific Railway Com- 
pany, 690 miles. The original capital au- 
thorized was $8,500,000. That the said Com- 
pany received from the United States, Cali- 
fornia, Nevada, and municipal corporations, 
gifts and subsidies exceeding $125,000,000,and 
have issued bonds for $27,000,000. That the 
four persons named formed a company 
under the name of Cms Onocx- 
ze & Co., and the railroad managers 
contracted with themselves as Crocker & 
Co. for building said road at prices in ad- 
vance of the work done, and the profits were 
divided among themselves. Subsequently, 
the managers organized another company, 
known as the Contract and Finance Com- 
pany,” and contracted with themselves for 
building and equipping the railroad at ex- 
cessive prices, and the funds of the Railroad 
Company were handed over to the Contract 
and Finance Company in fraud of the other 
stockholders. Since its completion in May, 
1869, the net carnings of the road have been 
forty millions of dollars. The memorial 
represents that the road has been built in the 
most indifferent manner and at the least 
possible cost, and that the road and its 


bridges, trestle work, etc, are now in a| 


wretched and Sunsafe condition, and that it 
was all built and completed at 6 cost not 
exceeding $35,000 a mile. 

The memorial asserta that from the 

moneys acquired by them in their fraudu- 
lent contracts with themselves in building 
said road, and from the earnings thereof, the 
managers have built the California & Oregon 
Hallroad, the Ran Joaquin Valley Rall. 
road, a lage part of the Western Paclf- 
4% Mallroad, and the Ban Francisco Bay 
Kailroad, all within California, and also 8 
large part of the Chesapeake & Ohio Rall 
road in Virginia and West Virginia. That 
from the same funds thus fraudulently ob- 
tained they have purchased the California 
Pacific Railroad, the San Francisoo & Oak- 
land Railroad the San Francisco & Alameda 
Railroad, the Los Angeles & San Pedro Rail- 
road, the San Francisco & San José Railroad, 
and a number of steamboats. That the 
managers have issued bonds upon the said 
railroads to the amount of $18,500,000, and 
have dividgd the proceeds among these four 
managers. 
That nearly all these railroads have been 
consolidated with the Central Pacific Rail- 
road, and these four persons have named 
themselves as managers. ‘That the capital 
stock of the new corporation is $100,000, 000, 
and the managers have issued to themselves 
$54,000,000, for which the memorial avers 
they have not paid a ont excépt the same 
was paid for from money fraudulently and 
dishonestly abstracted by them from the 
funds of the corporation.” 

It is represented further that these four 
managers, out of the dishonestly-acquired 
moneys obtained by them, are now building 
the Southern Pacific Railroad, and claim to 
own said road; that they also claim to own 
personally all depot grounds and town sites 
along the line af the Central Railroad. 

The memorial makes many other charges 
and accusations against the managers, all 
containing the averment that these men have 
continually robbed and plundered the Gov- 
ernment for their own personal aggrandize- 
ment, and that they have used their wealth 
and power to suppress am! prevent all exam- 
ination and investigations into their conduct 
in the management of the property and af- 
fairs of the Central Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany. The memorialists pray that Congress 
will intervene; that it will appoint a com- 
mittee to investigate the whole affairs of the 
Company, and thus protect the rights and 
interests of the stockholders and of the 
United States, which are now threatened 
with destruction. 

This same Company is now before Con- 
gress with a memorial that the United States 
buy back from the Company the land that 
was granted to it as a subsidy, and that the 
United States pay the Compo ny therefor at 
the rate of $32,000 per mile of the length of 
the road. 

While the infamous Credit-Mobilier opera- 
tions have been pretty thoroughly ventilated 
and exposed, nothing has ever been made 
public concerning the operations on the 
other half of the line. The memorialists, 
who represent themselves as stockholders, 
aver that the Credit-Mobilier outrage was 
even more enormous on the Central Pacific 
part of the road than om the western end, 
and there is probably some truth in the mat- 
ter. The chiefs in the management seem to 
have piled up personal fortunes of a magni- 
tude rarely obtained even in California. 


COLVIN AND HIS ORGANS. 
In his lament before the Council the other 


evening, ex-Mayor Colvin stated that all his 
troubles were owing to the newspapers, and 
singled out Tue TY UNA and the Times as hav- 
ing incited the opposition to him. Mr. Coll vm 
has not bgen a chose observer of events or he 
would kifo>w that, when newspapers run 
counter to the popular sentiment and public 
interests, they fail in the accomplishment of 
their purposes. Hid Mr. Col vm encoun- 
tered a unanimous cpposition from the Chi- 
cago press, his disco mfiture would have been 
avoided if he had Deen backed by the sen- 
timent of the people ; and, on the contrary, 
if he had received me combined support of 
the newspapers, his usurpation would not 
have succeeded without the acquiescence 
of the people. The fact is, however, 
that Corum has had his newspaper or- 
gans, which have clung to him as ser- 
vilely as if he owned them. From the 
very beginning of his administration up 
to the present time he has enjoyed the 
good will and active support of the sheet 
familiarly known as the Bummer and 
Thieves’ Organ. All the time and space 
which that journ l could spare from the de- 
fense of the Whisky Ring have been given to 
Coivin’s cause, including the horde of city 
bummers at his back, the county bummers, 
and the town bummers. Everything he has 
done, everything: the old Council did in his 
behalf, everythitag that has been done by the 
Town Board thieves, and by any of the local 
officeholders in sympathy with the usurpa- 
tion, has been sustained by the newspaper 
which has lived upon the city and county 
printing, with «all tlie force and ability it can 
command. Convrm has also had an evening 
organ, managed by one of Acting-Governor 
BeverrpGe’s Penientiary employes, prima- 
rily in Bryn wos interest, but generally in 
the interest of d flice-holders, including the 
city, county, and town barnacles. Thus Cor- 
vin has had a mo ning and an evening news- 
paper presenting every pretext that 
he, his friend, and his legal ad- 
visers (paid try the city) could sug- 
gest in favor i his continued tenure of 
office after his ti me was out. If these news- 
papers have not, reached as many people as 
have the newspapers which have opposed 
his usurpation, it is partly because there are 
not so many people in favor of official usur- 
pation, publi: p lunder, and professional bum- 
merism which ‘these papers represent. 

In addition to Corvm's confessed newspa- 
per organs, ae has part of the time had the 
support of the Staats-Zeitung, which even 
now does not oppose him. He had the 
Times with him when the charter of 1872 
was carried by fraud. The Journal has 
never done more than give a mild and care- 
ful expression of public opinion. So the 
only active, consistent, and persistent oppo- 
sition which Mr, Colvm has encountered has 
been in the columns of T Trarsunz, which 
nevertheless has always printed his defenses 
of himself and all the apologies and legal ar- 
guments he has been able to purchase. -In 
aérediting his downfall to the influence of 
Tas Tammo, Mr. Corum has done us more 
honor than we would arrograte to ourselves. 
Tux Tarsune, with all its circulation, with 
all its credit for fairness, with its constitu- 
ency, and with all its energy in this matter, 
could not have excited the popular re- 
sentment which Corum has met, and 
could not have brought out 35,000 votes for a 
new Mayor at a time when there had been no 
formal, official call for such election, if it had 
not reflected the popular feeling. The naked 
fact is, that Tux Tarpuwz has simply embodied 
the real popular sen‘iment which is opposed 
to every usurpation, no matier how little nor 
how great, and has only contributed to re- 
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moving the usürpation by giving 4 proper 


encouragement and indicating a legitimate 
direction to this sentiment, Had Tax Taisuwe 
been foolish enough or corrupt enough to 
array ita influence on the side of usurpation, 
extravagance, and bummeriain, it would only 
have succeeded in lowering itaelf without in 
the least benefiting his bad cause, It would 
then have been in the same deapleable atti- 
tude as the official prgan and its malt evening 
tender, It would have depreciated ite own 
character, but it could not have stemmed the 
current that had set in against buimmeriam or 
usurpation, Mr. Convin need not look bo- 
yond his own circle and hie own conduct for 
hia troubles. Ile has brought upon himself 
the popular distrust and aversion felt for 
Kim, and it is at once fallacious and childish 
to try to put it on either Tun Taine or the 
newspaper press as a whole. 


THE DOOM OF THE TURKS. 

The toils are slowly: but surely gathering 
about Turkey. Tho telegraph has already 
brought the intelligence of two new com pli- 
cations which cannot help but precipitate 
her final doom. The first of these is the 
Salonica massacre which occurred a few days 
since. Salonica, the ancient Thessalonica, 
is a thriving city of 70,000 people, nearly 
one-half of whom are Jews and Christians, 
situated on the gulf of the same name, on 
the Southern or Grecian part of Turkey in 
Europe. Later news gives a different aspect 
to the origin of the massacre. The first 
accounts, which were of Turkish origin, rep- 
resented that the young Greek girl was a 
willing convert to Mohammedanism, and 
that the Christians were seeking to tear her 
away from her Turkish friends. The reverse 
of this now seems to be the case, the latest 
statements showing that she was rescued by 
the chivalry of the American Consul from an 
attempted Mohammedan abductian. As the 
result of this rescue, the infuriated Turks 
not only commenced a massacre of Christians, 
but also murdered the French and German 
Consuls, and offered indignities to others. 
For the first time in many years, the French 
and Germans are acting together, and their 
war-vessels are steaming towards Salonica 
with a common purpose in view. The war 
vessels of Italy, Austria, Russia, and En- 
gland are also on their way thither. It isa 
movement of six of the European Powers in 
the interests of the Christians, and the pres- 
ence of these Powers, through their naval 
representatives, at Salonica is a notice to 
Turkey that these outrages upon Christians 
will not be tolerated any longer. The effect 
of this massacre will not only be to compli- 
caie Turkey still further with the Great 
Powers, but it will also in all probability de- 
velop insurrection against Turkish tyranny 
and Mohammedan cruelty in a new quarter. 
Hitherto, the people south of the Balkan 
Mountains have been quiet and shown 
no signs of restlessness, but this out- 
rage upon the Christian girl and 
massacre of her friends and co-religionists 
will raise a storm of excitement among the 
Greek Christians of Albania, Macedonia, and 
Rumilia, and must undoubtedly precipitate 
a war of the Christian against the Moslem 
tyrants, thus consolidating the whole Greek- 
Christian interests of Turkey against the 
Turks. In such a struggle there is no doubt 
where the sympathies of the Great Powers 
will be found. 

The second of these complications, and a 
very startling one, is the revolt of Bulgaria, 
which, coming so closely upon the revolt of 
Servia, now extends the insurrection from 
the Adriatic to the Black Sea. It has hither- 
to been difficult to ascertain the real strength 
of Servia as a war power, but a recent letter 
in the London Times, from its Belgrads cor- 
respondent, throws some light upon the sub- 
ject. Servia has 18 brigades of in- 
fantry, 44 squadrons of cavalry, and 
28 batteries of artillery, in all about 
80,000 mei, who are well provided with arma- 
ments, accoutrements, and stores, and the 
organization is based upon the effective 
Austrian method. Now, in addition to Ser- 
via, Bulgaria has broken outinto revolt. 
This province has a population of 2,500,000, 
of which the Mohammedan element amounts 
to only 170,000. The people are warlike 
mountaineers, and have more than once de- 
manded and obtained concessions from Tur- 
key which thelatter was disposed to concede, 
owing tothe well-known sympathy of Russia 
with the Bulgarians. It will be difficult to 
prevent the Bulgarian disaffection from 
spreading into Roumania—the old Wallachia 
and Moldavia—which is inhabited by thesame 
race of people, having the same customs, 
sympathies, and religion, and separated from 
them only by the River Danube. Should 
such an event occur, as is not at all improb- 
able, for a revolt in Roumania 
would be encouraged by Russia, the whole 
of Turkey north of the Balkan Mountains 
would be under arms. It would involve a 
war which could not be settled except upon 
one condition,—the extermination of the 
Turks, or at least the blotting out of 
Turkey from the map of Europe. Such a 
result would be in the immediate interest of 
religion, civilization, and progress and that 
result must come in the not distant future. 


WORLD’S FAIRS IN GENERAL. 

Excluding the wretched failure and par- 
tial swindle in New York in 1853, which 
does not deserve to be classed in the same 
category, there have been five World's Fairs 
worthy of the name, and the Philadelphia 
Exposition is the sixth. The first was in 
London in 1851, for which the Crystal Palace 
at Sydenham was erected, which was per- 
mitted to remain, and has ever since been a 
popular resort and the favorite location for 
monster concerts and great public celebra- 
tions. Paris followed with its Exposition in 
1857. Then the London people in 1861 
erected grander palaces in Hyde Park and 
South Kensington gardens to eclipse their 
French rivals. But Paris was not to be out- 
done, and the fourth attempt was the Expo- 
sition Universelle of 1867. The fifth World’s 
Fair was located in Vienna in 1873,—a city 
that had long aspired to rival Paris in the 
gay attractions of a Continental capital, and 
expected by means of its exhibition to fix 
upon itself the eyes of the civilized world, 
and render itself famous for its beauty 
and pleasures. Of; all these exhibi- 
tions, though none of them was profita- 
ble as a financial enterprise, the only 
one which can be characterized as a disap- 
pointment and a failure was the Vienna Ex- 
hibition, which was loaded down with bad 
management, corrupt practices, and the in- 
ordinate greed of the people. The French 
exhibitions have been the most successful of 


all, inasmuch as the natural attractions of- 


Paris are thus renewed to the world, and the 
French people enjoy the benefit of the ex- 
tended patronage. The best evidence of 
this is found in the proposed erection of 
larger buildings than ever for another exhi- 
bition in 1878, and an intimation that there 
shall henceforth be a similar exhibition once 
every ten years. All these exhibitions have 
been liberally subsidized by the Govern- 
ments under whose patronage they were 


held, and the sentiment of the people of En- 
gland and France seems to have approved of 
this investment of public moneys, on the 
theory that the people derive sufficient ad- 


vantages from the additional trade to war- 


rant it, 

It ia peculiarly gratifying that all accounts 
of the opening of the Centennial Exhibition 
at Philadelphia agree that in the grandeur of 
ita design, the details of ite arrangements, 
the completeness of ite preparations for the 
opening, the extent of ite buildings, the va- 
riety of ita departments, and the judicious. 
nous of its management, it surpasses all the 
previous exhibitions of the same character, 
Thore is no reas@n to doubt the correctness 
of this judgment, for it has been rendered 
after along period of doubting, misgivings, 
and cavilling. New York, with an undig- 
nified jealousy and a singular short-sighted- 
ness as to the benefits it is sure to receive 
from the location of the Centennial celebra- 
tion so near to it, long refused to prophesy 
anything but failure, and has for the most 
part been chary of its public attestation of 
what the Philadelphians actually accom- 
plished. Throughout the rest of the 
country there was for a long time 
an apprehension that there would be a 
serious raid upon the United States Treasury 
and a general distrust of the ability to man- 
age such an enterprise honestly in the loose 
condition of the public morals indicated in 
other public trusts. But the Philadelphia peo- 
ple wenf on confidently and placidly in spite 
of unkind criticism and ungenerous treatment, 
without any assistance from the Government 
until after their enterprise had become an 
assured success, and almost without the 
moral support of the Government. Thus 
they may be said to have conquered an ac- 
knowledgment of their own industry, liber- 
ality, and judgment, and to have given the 
most siriking example the world has ever had 
of the vigor, determination, and character 
of American private enterprise. The idea 
of holding a World's Fair- in Philadelphia 
as a becoming celebration of the American 
Centennial was first suggested, it is said, by 
an Indiana gentleman to Mr. Morron Mo- 
MIcHAEL, some ten years ago, when the latter 
was Mayor of Philadelphia. The seed once 
planted, it grew steadily, in spite of many 
unfavorable circumstances, including the 
dissensions incident to reconstructing the 
South and the trials growing out of the great 
panie of 1873. Probably no celebration 
could have been suggested that would have 
so successfully represented a century’s prog- 
ress from a colonial dependence and a pio- 
neering condition to a great nation and the 
highest degree of civilization. 

The experience of the previous World's 
Fairs does not warrant the expectation that 
there will be any profit in the Philadelphia 
Exhibition itself. If the managers shall be 
able to pay off the entire cost, without re- 
funding any part of the $1,500,000 appro- 
priated by Congress, such a result will be a 
satisfactory conclusion of their Jabors; it 
will be a better showing, so far as Govern- 
ment subsidy goes, than London, Paris, or 
Vienna has shown. There is one change which 
of itself would do much to bring about this 
outcome, and that is to throw open the Ex- 
hibition on Sunday at a popular admission 
fee, say 25 cents. The increase of expense 
would be comparatively small; the enlarge- 
ment of the receipts is beyond estimate. 
Not only the people and regular visitors in 
Philadelphia would flock there in great 
crowds, but there would be special excursions 
from New York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Ohio, and the New England States that 
would take thousands upon thousands of 
people who would not otherwise go there. 
The railroads could afford to run Sunday 
trains at a less cost, and the facili- 
ties afforded by such an arrangement 
would extend the educational advan- 
tages of the Exhibition, as well as increase 
its income. No sectarian prejugice ought to 
be permitted to prevent this obvious im- 
provement in the arrangements. The most 
serious disappointment of the whole affair is 
likely to come to those who have paid or 
agreed to pay exorbitant prices for special 
privileges on the Centennial grounds, and 
those who have laid out more money in pro- 
viding temporary accommodations and out- 
side amusements than they can possibly get 
back. There will be serious individual losses 
on this account, and perhaps a large loss to 
the Exhibition Company in the failure to col- 
lect some of the licenses they have counted 
on. But, in spite of all this, the artistic and 
industrial success of the Exhibition is so far 
assured already as to be a matter of national 
satisfaction and pride. 


The Emperors of Russia, Austria, and 
Germany will shortly be in session in Berlin 
to lay out a definite plan of action relative 
to the settlement of the Herzegovinian in- 
surrection, which has now spread through 
the whole of Turkey in Europe north of 
the Balkans, and threatens to involve the 
Grecian provinces south of those moun- 
taina. What decision they will reach remains 
to be seen, but there are two propositions 
that will be considered, with a probability 
that one or the other of them will be adopt- 
ed. One of these is the submission to Tur- 
key of the final conditions of the insurgents, 
in a very firm and emphatic manner, and to 
extend these conditions to all the Turco- 
Christian provinces. If Turkey accepts, 
then Austria and Russia will pledge 
themselves to the insurgents to see that 
the cunditions are scrupulously fulfilled. 
The second, and more probable proposition, 
is to allow Austria to enter the Turco-Chris- 
tian provinces and occupy Herzegovina, 
Bukowina, and Bosnia, and to make inde- 
pendent States of Montenegro, Herzegovina, 
Bukowina, Bosnia, and Servia, thus inter- 
posing a belt of autonomous Christian prov- 
inces between Turk in Europe and 
Europe itself. This belt would undoubtedly 
be increased by the independence of Bul- 
garia and Roumania, which would be assured 
by Russia. This proposition, if carried out, 
would force the Mohammedans into Moham- 
medan provinces, and isolate them in such 
a manner that it would put an end to the 
perpetual wars and massacres growing 
of Turkish tyranny. =

As no 
one could or would furnish bail, this 
young girl, guilty of no crime, lay in the jail. 
seven long, weary months, and was then tried 
and acquitted by the jury, which did not leave 
its seats. Itis evident from the facts of this 
story of English injustice that English justice 
needs reform, and that exact justice would 
award this young girl some reparation which 
would be equivalent for the crime which the law 
committed upon her.

Under the law there is paid i the sinking 
fund annuallya sum equal 1 per cent of 
the then outstanding principal of the public 
debt. This sum is used to purchase outstand- 
ing bonds, which are added to the previous ae 
cumulations in the sinking fund, and thereafter 
bears 6 per cent interest. The annual payments 
into the sinking fund therefore are: 1. A sum 
equal to 1 per cent on the amount of the 
principal of the public debt on the Ist of July 
annually. 2. Interest at 6 per cent on the 
amount of the public debt purchased for the 
fund. The operation is that the amount of the 
1 per cent grows less every year with the decline 
in the amount of the debt, while the amount of 
interest added to the fund grows larger. No 
additional taxation is required, and as the pop 
ulation is increased the proportionate taxation 
becomes less.

The Michigan Allopaths Refuse to Swallow 
the Homeopathic Pill.

AN Anson, Mich., May 11.—At the meeting of 
the Medical Association to-day the question of 
homeopathy in the University came up and was 
discussed with great excitement and bitterness.

results.

The wheat market continues to engage the most 
attention on Change, and the situation is just as 


much ot an enigma is ever. A great many oper- 
ators worked along in the darkness of winter, sat- 
isfied that they would see daylight before the middle 


of May; but either the light does not come, or they 
refuse to see R. Ourown market continues active, 
but chiefly in the sfieculative way. The quantity of 
wheat coming here for sale is very small, —less than 
half that of a year ago,—and the smallness of our 
receipts is so persistent that people are looking round 


| todiscover the cause. It was generally expected that 


when the spring planting was over we should see a 
big increase in our receipts, and many operators 
sold largely short on that hypothesis. But the 
wheat does not come, and even the 1,500,000 bu 
on the Upper Mississippi, which was counted on, 
moves hither but slowly. There is, however, 
reason to believe that the forward movement from 
the We#t has not been light as a whole this spring. 
More bas gone directly through this city and around 
us by rail than was thought possible near the open- 
ing of navigation. The temptation to ship direct 
from country points to the East is so strong that 
many parties who used to send their grain here now 
send it by on the other side, and no little grain has 
been purchased for that purpose by parties here. 
This applies to corn as well as towheat. In all the 
cereals the quantity sent here for sale this spring 
is remarkably small, and the present prospect is 
that our annual grain handling will foot up a emall- 
er total than in any previous year since the War. 

There is, however, a fair demand for grain here, 
to ship, and our stocks are rapidly lessening in 
consequence. Thetlow rates of rail, freights have 
induced free buying by parties in thé East and in 
Europe, and the result is a decided advance in 
ocean freights, partially due to the withdrawal of 
several vessels from the service. Two of the ocean 
lines withdrew half their vessels some days ago, 
and it was expected at latest advices that others 
would follow the lead. Some of our through (rail) 
lines have suffered severely in consequence, Large 
lots of grain were billed through from this point to 
Europe at rates based on 44d@44d from the ses- 
board, and the carriers neglected to secure the 
ocean carriage till those rates had been nearly 
doubled. 

A good deal is being said now about the rather 
large movement of wheat to the Continent of Eu- 
rope. The numberof vessels passing the Darda- 
nelles reported for the week ending the 20th 
of April was 109 (which was possibly for the 
preceding three weeks). Most of those were des- 
tined for Continental 
a free movement from the United States, both to 
Great Britain and the Continent. Parties in the 
trade say that, though wheat is sometimes sent to 
England by the owners here, they never send it to 
the Continent on their ownres ponsibility, but wait 
for it te be ordered (bought). The Continent 
takes the Black Sea wheat direct, and never 
looks elsewhere so long as that supply is sufficient. 
It is argued, therefore, that the present demand 
upon the United States proves that much more 
wheat is wanted in Europe than has been calculated 
on, and tbat present prices ure considered low 
enough for buying freely. If freights should ad- 
vance, that fact might be a reason for a decline in 


prices here; but parties who are prominent in the 1 


trade here say the prospect is a good one for our 
surplus, though it may be interfered with by an 
upward movement due to a scare on the part of the 
shorts. 

TUB MARKETS. 

The leading produce markets were irregular yes- 
terday, but with less extensive variations in prices 
than a few days ago. The principal fluctuations 
were in wheat and corn, except in provisions at 
the opening. Thetrading was active, and the pur- 
chases for shipment moderate. The outward move- 
ment of produce was again largely in excess of the 
current supply in the leading departments. 

Jobbers of dry goods reported the market as with- 
ont specially new features, Business in most de- 
partments was quiet, orders, as heretofore, being 
restricted to such quantities and such articles as 
were needed for current trade. Groceries were or- 
dered with considerable freedom by local and coun- 
try buyers, and were steadily held. Teas remain 
quiet, with prices ruling easy. There was no no- 
ticeable change in the bagging, leather, coal, and 
wood markets. Dried fruits continue in good de- 
mand, and, excepting prunes, the different lines 
were firmly held. Fish sold moderately at former 
prices. New lake fish are arriving in a mall way, 
and are held at full figures. The oll trade was re- 
ported quiet, with carbon, turpentine, and linseed 
ruling sligutly lower. Paints and colors remain 
dull. 

The wholesale lumber market was quiet and un- 
changed. The offering were small, and the few 
specially desirable cargdes were taken Garly, at 
former prices. The yard business contipaes slack. 
Tinplates have declined 50c per box, otherwise 
there Were no important changes in metals and 
tinners’ stock. Nails were steady st $3.10. The 
woo] market was again reported dull and weak.

ASTRONOMICAL. 


Report of the Directors of the Chicago So- 
clet y—Election of Officers. 

The regular annual meeting of the Chicago As- 
tronomical Society vas held at the Academy of 
Sciences last-evening the Hon. J. Y. Scammon in 
the chair, and Prof. Elias Colbert Secretary. 

The first business in order was the presentation 
of the Directors’ report for the past year, which 
was as follows: 

DIRECTORS’ REPORT. 

In accordance III the provisions of the Consti- 
tution of the Chicég Astronomical Society, your 
Directors herewith »resent their first annual re- 
port since the reorgemization of the Soctety. 

Since the last anntal meeting, the Directors have 
met four times, bat on two of those occasions— 
viz., the quartery meetings falling due in Oc- 
tober and January—only six members were pres- 
ent, being one lessthan the number necessary to a 

uorum. Only fotrof the Life Directors, Messrs. 

tone, Wicker, Wells, and Holden, have at- 
tended either of the quarterly meetings. Your Di- 
rectors submit, is view of this difficulty in secur- 
ing a full attendmce, that it is desirable to amend 
the rule, and they ask the Society to provide that 
five members of.be Board of Directors shall be a 
quorum to tranmct business at any regular meet- 
ing which shall have been duly called under the 
rales. Provided, however, that in ne case shal! 
any action of the Board be valid unless it receive 
=e affirmative vote of at least four members of the 


THE OBSERVATORY 

has been under the immediate care of your Secre- 
tary dnring the past year, and he has given to it 
most of the fime he could spare from his journalis- 
tic duties. The new dome was theoretically fin- 
ished, and ‘he equatorial telescope refitted in June 
last. Sine then the Observatory has been open 
eve Tuesday and Thursday evening, in fine 
— for the purpose of enabling subscribers to 
the fundto use the telescope. They have not 
availed themselves of the r so much as 
was expected and desired. few parties have at- 
tended diten, but the great majority of the mem- 
bers have not once visited the Observatory during 
the yea. Your Directors would have preferred to 
know wat all the new members had seen for them- 
selves the work accomplished by the expenditure of 
the money they contributed, and that all the old 
members had been — satisfied that the vexa- 
tlousimpediment to the use of the instrument which 
were encountered in former years do not now ex- 
ist. They hope that the members will visit the Ob- 
servatory more numerously in future, with such 
members of their families as are old enough to 
appreciate the privilege of looking through the 
imtrument. Your Directors have not encouraged 
the exhibition of the telescope to parties who do 
rot take a pecuniary interest in the work of the 
Society. 

The Observatory ts now in much better condition 
than when it was first built, and the telescope is 
better fitted for work than then. The new dome 
is a grand success, and several improvements in 
the telescope apparatus were suggested a year ago 
by one of the makers of the instrument. Those 
improvements have been made by the Secretary, 
and some others dictated by his own judgment, 
much of the work being done by him, with little 
cost to the Society, except for the material used. 
He has also, with considerable personal labor, put 
into good working order the smaller or transit tel- 
escope, which had been neglected so much that it 
could pot be used exceptin the day-time or twi- 
light. Im recognition of the value of his services, 
in this and other respects, it was resolved by your 
Directors, at the regular quarterly meeting in Jan- 
uary last, to recommend that Mr. Colbert be de- 
clared a Life Director of the Chicago Astronom- 
ical Society. 

The scientific work done with the equatorial tel- 
escope during the t year includes observations 


af the appulse of Mars to the Star No. 3 in Sagit- 


tarius on the 20th of June, and the occultation of 
the Pleiades by the Moon the 3rd of February. 
The weather Was too cloudy to permit an observa- 
tion of the solar eclipse, March 25; but prepara- 
tions had been made for doing so. 

TIME SIGNALS. 

Ever since the let of November, 1875, an auto- 
matic report of trne time has been furnished by 
telegraph, every minute in the twenty-four hours, 
to the Cnicago Board of Trade, the Michigan Cen- 
tral Railroad, Giles Bros. & Co., N. Matson & Co., 
Hamilton, Rowe & Co., R. R. P. Shurly & Co., 
and the Western Union — 2 Company. The 
telegraphic service is performed by the Western 
Electric Manufacturing Peay under a contract 
with this Society, which is in force for five years 
from November Ist. 1875. For this time service 
the Society receives compensation sufficient to pay 
the current expenses of the Observatory, including 
insurance. Your Directors hope to see the number 
of subscribers for time-mgnals increased. They 
also call attention to the fact that the Society was 
furnishing time to the city at the date of the great 
fire, and that euch service may be resumed when 
the Court-House is rebuilt. 

ENDOWMENT. 

The income above referred to as sufficient to pay 
the current expenses of the Observatory is not 
equal to more than that; and those present current 
expenses do not inclade the salary of an astrono- 
mer as Director. It is highly important that a Di- 
rector be obtained speedily, so that the Observatory 
may be used for ‘yn of original investigation, 
in common with the other Observatories of the 
world. Our telescope was the largest and best re- 
fractor in existence when brought here, ten years 
and two months ago. It now ranks as fourth, still 
leading the great majority of the telescopes with 
which so many important astronomical] discoveries 
have been made. It should not be suffered to lie 
idle much longer, and must remain idle till enough 
money is secured to pay the salary of a Director. 
Neither should it be experimented with by parties 
not perfectly competent to handle it. 

The Endowment Committee, appointed a my 
ago, has not accomplished much as yet It 
however, partially made arrangements for a thor- 

canvass of the city, and your Directors re- 
spectfully request that each member of the Society 
will lend a helping hand. There is scarcely one 
but could induce some other person to become a

THE BLACK HELLS. 
Private Letter from a Chicagoan. 

Custes Crry, Black Hills, April 23,—1 have 
reached this place after a hard struggle with the 
heat and the cold, the ralu and the snow, the winds 
and the dust. I got here this morning, Vaughn is 
here also, and this afternoon went up French 
Creek, —the creek this town is located on,—to see 
if it wouldn't pay to work some claims which are 
open for us to take, as we have to wait for the ox- 
teams bringing our provisions, and the delay will 
be unavoidable, as we must have more provisions 
before we move farther north into the Hills. This 
town stands badly in need of provisions of all 
kinds,—food for man and beast. 

You can imagine how bad the roads, and how se- 
vere the weather must have been, when it has 
taken us twenty-eight days to move over these 260 
miles between here and Cheyenne, —a distance that 
has been traveled time and again in fourteen days 
by wagons no heavier loaded than ours. Of course, 
what has delayed us travelers has kept back freight-

Metz, abeut a mile, were three other men—two in 
the body of a wagon, and one driving—the only one 
that was a mark for the Indian shots. He was fired 
at and shot through the back. He jumped out, 
still whipping up his horses, running in a stoo ing 
position, keeping his head below the bed of the 
wagon, when another shot.struck him in the calf of 
the leg. When he came tothe road where there is 
a cut-off, he tried to take the short cut, but his 
mules could not draw the wagon out of the ditch, 
and he unloosened it and made his escape; but the 
men who were with him could not do so, and were 
killed. The man now lies in a ranche at Chevenne 
River, where I conversed with him, and is not like- 
ly to recover very soon, if he recovers at all. After 
they shot him, they went back and attacked the 
bakerand his wife and servant, and killed the three. 
It was a clear massacre. They have been in the 
habit of attacking small parties, and several per- 
sons have lost their lives or been wounded on the 
same route, at different points, only a few days 
apart. There was almost a stampede from Custer 
when the news came, last Thursday, of the Sunday 
massacre. Business was at a stand-still, at any 
rute. P. J. O'.

ANGLOMANIA,” 
To the Editer Ne Tribune. 

Donterx, Ia. May 1.—Will you permit an En- 
glishman to ridicule an American disease which, 
for want of a better name, I will call Anglomania. 
There is in your country an aristocratic element, 
which, curionsly enough., calls itself the Democ- 
racy. In sentiment and feeling, it is in sympathy 
with the Toryism of England. In this element this 
disease originated, and I am sorry to see that it is 
epreading even among a better class of Americans. 
It broke out seriously onthe Oth of March, in the 
United States Senate, Gen. Gordon showing: the 
most violent symptoms of it. His speech that day 
would probably have fallen unnoticed upon the 
country had not Tag Cuicaco Tano called at- 
tention to itin words commendatory of its tone 
andtemper. This gives it importance. Gen. Gor- 
don's statements are loose, his plans impracticable, 
his methods unstatesmanlike. He fails to distin- 
guish the differences in the character, institutions, 
and circumstances of land and America, It 
seems incredible thatan American Senator would 
state approvingly that ‘‘So fuily does Great 
Britain appreciate the necessity of removing her 
revenue officers from the temptations and corrup- 
tions of party, that they are forbidden to belon 
to any political organizahon, and a vote by one o 
them for a member of Parliament would send him 
in disgrace from the service. I think Senator 
Gordon is in error here; but, if the statement were 
true, it would reflect but little credit on the En- 
glish Government or its office-holders. It is very 
easy to test the statesmanship of this principle as 
applied to this country. Let a bill be introduced 
into Congress to the effect that hereafter the civil 
officers of the Government shal] be exempt from 
the duties of citizenship, and be prohibited from 
voting. Would even Senator Gordbn support such 
a bill? I think not. 

It is very doubtful whether the English system 
of appointment for life, which Gen. Gordon 
praises so highly, would be congenial to the tem- 
per and genius of the American ople. An ex- 
clusive body of office-holders, without votes, and 
relieved from political duties, would have no 
sympathy with the people, and would seon fall 
under their contempt.

A Use for Locusts. 
London Times. 


A means of utilizing these insects, the destrne- 
tive effects of which were described inthe Times of 
Wednesday, has been devised by a French physi- 
cian, Dr. Morvan, of Douarnez, Finisterre, and 
consists in preparing them in different ways as bait 
for fish. In America, where swarms of grasehop- 
pers often do serious mischief, devastating large 
tracts of country, traps have been devised for 
catching these insects; but, except in.a few in- 
stances, where they have been used for manure, 
they have not been made to serve any useful pur- 
pose. Dr. Morvan dries the locusts in the sun, 
presses them into barrela, and subsequently 


smashes them into a paste, which is m

small balls and thrown into the sea during fishing 
operations. Another method is to boil the locusts 
before making them into a paste. This bait is of 
an oily nature, and is said to be eagerly devoured 
by the sardine or pilchard. Large quantities of

THE PLAGUE. 


Ite Ravages in Bagdad in 1831. 
‘ (Translated for The Tribune. } 

The following is a description of the terrible 
plague which in 1831 spread desolation in the prov- 
ince of which the City of Bagdad is the Capital. 
It was written by an eye-witness, the celebrated 
Italian Doctor Antonietto, and ia, at the present 
time, when the inhabitants of that ill-fated coun- 
try are stricken down again by thousands, of more 
than ordinary interest: . 7 

At first, he writes, the Black Death” (as the 
natives called it) appeared in one of the suburbs 
inhabited by the tribe of the Kurds. Two resi- 
dents of the city, English physicians, went to the 
infected quarter, and found in a few bours no less 
than 400 sufferers. On Dr. Antonietto’s remark- 
ing to them that this must be the pest, these 
gentlemen replied, *‘No; the pest never attacks 
the neck, whilst these sick people are severely 
suffering in the neck froma kind of inflammation 
orcroup.” The next day Dr. Antoinetto made the 
same remark tothe Governor-General, that it was 
the pest that had broken out. Dawud Pasha 
answered that it could not be the plague, because 
the people were all violently suffering from inflam- 
mation of the neck. Besides, said he,. When 
the pest breaks out, the storks fly away and the 
oe cease howling.
